A half-million dollar inferno 
billowing black 
smoke over Marin 
last night leveled a block-long build­ 
ing housing six business establishments in San Rafael’s 
industrial area. 


The two-story structure, located at 430 Francisco 
Boulevard, and owned by Joseph R. Rice, prominent 
businessman and resident of Larkspur, was reported to 
have started at 5:40 p.m. 


The cause of the spectacular blaze has not been 
determined, but an arson investigation--routine at a>l 
major fires 
was underway today by the San Rafael 
Police Department. 


Eugene Ferrari, 27, of 28 Plaza Del Mira, Novato, 
an employee for a retail credit 
company located on the second 
floor of the structure, leaped) 
from a window iusf ahead of 
flames. He was floated al San 
Rafael General Hospital for an 
injured right ankle. 
The blaze injured six fire 
men, and destroyed two cars, 
one belonging to a volunteer 
fireman. It blocked traffic on 
Highway 101 for an hour, d e a d ­ 
ened some 200 phones in south­ 
west San Rafael, and cut elec­ 
trical power for several hours 
along Francisco Boulevard.

where Trend Draperies, and 
Rafael Floor Covering and Ap­ 
pliances, Jnc. were located. 
Marin 
County fire 
crews 
stood by to assist. Operations 
were hampered when heat ex­ 
ploded several hundred feet of 
hose. Two cars were set afire. 
A 1960 car, parked by the 
owner of the Marin County 
Roofing Co., Herbert Christ, 
adjacent to the building, was 
destroyed along with fireman 
John Brozini’s 1956 auto. 
Highway 101 was blocked at 
the San Rafael overpass, and 
at the Richardson Bay Bridge 
interchange by the California 
Highway Patrol when it was 
feared electrical wires suspend­ 
ed across the highway might 
break. The patrol, led by Sgt. 
James J. Shanahan, aided San 
Rafael police 
in controlling 
hundreds of spectators. 
The tire was under control 
about 6:30 p.m. and the last 
flamps began to die at about 
8:30 p.m.. when Pacific Gas and 
Electric and Pacific Telephone 
Company crewmen began re­ 
storing utility lines. 
OTHERS DESTROYED 
Other businesses destroyed 
were the Bala and Strandgaard 
Engineering Co., the Frozen 
Food Guild, and a branch office 
of a retail credit firm of San 
Francisco, which all leased of­ 
fices in the upper portion of 
the building. 
Robert S. Logan of San Ra­ 
fael, co-owner of the hardware 
store, said he estimated the in­ 
ventory that was in the whole 
building .to have been worth 
‘‘at least $400.000. not including 
the structure itself.” The build­ 
ing itself was reported to be 
worth $100,000. 
The owner of the draperies 
store said he figured his loss 
at about $15.000. Other owners 
said they could not make an es­ 
timate. 
A truck owned by the Marin 
Roofing Co . parked at the east 
side of the building was de­ 
stroyed. 
Dorothy Kell Furniture of 
San Rafael reported a loss of 
about $15.000 worth of furni­ 
ture stored in a portion of the 
building. 
Sparks from the fire also set 
fire to lumber stored next to 
the Mission Wood Products Co. 
at 
120 Front Street, several 
hundred yards away. Damage 
was estimated at $3,000. 
During the blaze firemen 
were apprehensive about two 
huge Texaco gasoline tanks 
about a hundred yards west of 
the building, but wind kept 
the fire back 
Francisco Boulevard, 300 to 
500 feet on either side of the 
burned area, will be closed to 
traffic several days.

Two San 
Quentin 
inmates 
from Marin County, one a m ur­ 
derer under life sentence, will 
have their cases reviewed for 
parole by the California Adult 
Authority during November. 
Daune Hall participated in 
beating and stabbing a man 
to death in a picnic area of 
Mount Tamalpais in June, 1953. 
He fell under suspicion after 
discovery of the m utilated body 
of Roy Kapphahn, 35, because 
he was living in a nearby cabin 
with Raymond C. Hodge. Both 
were ex-convicts. 
Hall and Hodge were arrest­ 
ed and Hall confessed. Under 
influence of “truth serum ” he 
claimed that he took part in 
the killing, with an iron bar 
and a screwdriver, under du­ 
ress from Hodge. 
Hall was sentenced to life by 
Superior Court Judge Thomas 
Keating. Hodge later changed 
his plea to guilty and received 
a similar sentence. 
Also coming up for parole 
hearing is Stanley Milton Tray* 
ner, of Strawberry, who went 
to San Quentin for statutory 
rape involving a 
14-year-old 
girl last year.

A survey sponsored by Safe- 
ways Stores. Inc., shows 85 per 
cent of the persons interviewed 
in Novato favor construction of 
the company’s proposed shop­ 
ping center in the city.

The survey 
says that there are 127 retail 
stores of all kinds in the No-| 
vato area but that the county 
average is of 205 stores for 
that population. 


2. Of the money spent by 
Novato families in retail stores, 
44 per cent is spent in cities 


other than Novato. Fifty-eight 
per cent of Novato families 
shop in San Rafael at least 
once a month, one-fifth shop 
there every week. 
Thirty-five 
per cent shop in Corte Madera 
at least once a month. 


3. The survey says that for 
the population, there are 12 
food stores of all types in 
Novato. 27 is the average in 
Marin for the same population. 
Using the same population fig­ 
ure, three general merchan­ 
dise stores in Novato, eight in 
Marin; 17 eating and drinking 
places in Novato, 37 in Marin 
for the same population. 
Novato compares favorably 
in f u r n i t u r e . applianee-TV 
store category, and in car deal­ 
ers, 
lumber, 
plumbing 
and 
farm equipment stores. 


4. The average Novato family 
has 3.94 persons in it. Rapid 
growth and the large number 
of Hamilton Air F o r c e Base 
personnel were credited with 
the fact that the average family 
has lived in Novato only three 
years. 
5. Twenty-six per cent of the 
families make their living in 
Novato, 
another 
quarter 
at 
Hamilton, and 21 per cent com­ 
mute to San Franciso.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Deadline Near For Marin 
To Register Smog Sources 


Nearly two months ago in this space 
we reported that smog control Regula­ 
tion 2 had become effective and that all 
individuals and organizations responsi­ 
ble for operations which produce pol­ 
lutants has to register by Sept. 1. 


Sept. 1 is just five days away now, 
and a great majority of those required 
to register have not done so. The Bay 
Area Air Pollution Control District es­ 
timates that between 40,000 and 75,000 
sources of air pollution should be regis­ 
tered. As of now, less than 20 per cent 
of this number have complied. 


One reason, we feel, is that many 
persons do not feel that they come un­ 
der the law, and therefore haven't regis­ 
tered. Many of them do. 


Anyone who is responsible for an 
incinerator, large furnace, burning of 
any kind, must register unless specifi­ 
cally exempted. Chiefly affected are in­ 
dustrial operations, office buildings, re­ 
tail and wholesale establishments, ho-

Regulation 1 was designed to control 
large scale burning operations. Regula­ 
tion 2 is designed to eliminate most 
gritty and flaky particles in the air, 
do away with disagreeable odors, im­ 
prove visibility and end damage to crops 
and vegetation. 


These are desirable objectives. We 
hope the people of Marin will cooperate 
by registering immediately. 


IN PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS 
California Voted GOP 
16 Times; Democrat 9 


By Congressional Quarterly 
WASHINGTON — A survey 
of presidential elections over 
the past century shows that 
California has voted for the 
Republican party’s presiden­ 
tial candidate 16 times and for 
the Democratic standard bear­ 
er nine times. 
By comparison, the national 
presidential election has been 
won 16 times by Republicans 
and 10 times by Democrats 
since 1856, when the Repub­ 
licans presented their first 
candidate to the country. Cali­ 
fornia’s other votes, in 1912, 
were cast for the Progressive 
(Bull Moose) Party. 
California, w h i c h w e n t 
Democratic during the five 
Roosevelt - Truman elections, 
was completely Democratic 
only 
one 
other year (for 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
in 
1916) 
since 1856. 
In 1880, one of 
the state’s electors voted Re­ 
publican and the other five 
voted Democratic. 
In 1892, 
one elector f a v o r e d the 
GOP. while eight voted for 
the Democratic nominee. 
In 
1896. eight electors voted Re­ 
publican and one Democratic. 


THE 
“TRUEST” 
p a r t y 
states 
are 
Vermont 
a n d 
Georgia, the survey made by 
Congressional Q u a r t e r l y 
finds. Vermont has voted 26 
times for the Republican pres­ 
idential candidate in 26 elec­ 
tions, while Georgia has never 
voted Republican. 
In 1860. 
however. Georgia voted for 
the S o u t h e r n Democratic 
party rather than supporting 
the national Democratic tick­ 
et in the year Abraham Lin­ 
coln was elected president. 
Other states which have 
rarely strayed from one par­ 
ty’s fold include Maine, which 
has voted Democratic only 
in a century (for Woodrow 
Wilson in 1912); Michigan, 
which never voted Democratic 
from Civil Ward days until 
Franklin D. Roosevelt ran for 
president; and Texas, which 
has 
only 
gone 
Republican 
three times—for Herbert Hoo­ 
ver in 1928 and Dwight Eisen­ 
hower in 1952 and 1956. Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
will try to repeat the Eisen­ 
hower performance in Texas 
in 1960. 


PREVIOUSLY “safe” one 
party states which have be­ 
come real battlegrounds in 
1960 include Maine, where 
Democratic nominee John F. 
Kennedy, another New Eng­ 
lander, is given a good chance 
of winning; and North Caro 
hna, a Democratic stronghold 
that has only gone Republican 
once in the twentieth century 
—for Hoover in 1928. Nixon 
reportedly believes he has ex 
cellent chances in North Caro­ 
lina this year. 


Among the most 
evenly 
balanced states of the Union 
are New Jersey, which has 
gone Republican 13 times in 
the past century, and Wes; 
Virginia, which has gone fo- 
each party 12 times since it 
became a state in 1863. 
The count for all states 
since 1856 shows a total of 571 
state victories for Republican 
candidates and 510 state vic­ 
tories for Democratic presi­ 
dential candidates. Two rea­ 
sons for the lower Democratic 
total are that several Confed­ 
erate states did not partici­ 
pate in the national elections 
around the time of the Civil 
War, and through the defec­ 
tion of four Southern Demo­ 
cratic states to the Dixiecrat 
States Rights movement in 
1948. 


POLITICAL EXPERTS in 
both parties are discounting 
traditional state loyalties to 
one political party or another 
in the 1960 elections. 
Both 
presidential candidates have 
made it clear they consider 
no area of the country “safe’’ 
or “hopeless” for their cause. 


One of the reasons for in­ 
creased competition for the 
presidential electoral votes of 
every state is the growth of 
mass communications, enabl­ 
ing every voter to make a per­ 
sonal judgment on the presi­ 
dential 
candidates 
through 
television or radio. 
Most ob­ 
servers expect the “irregular­ 
ity” for former “one-party" 
states, which became appar­ 
ent in the two Eisenhower 
elections, to continue in 1960 
—regardless of who may be 
the final winner in the presi­ 
dential contest.

Code Quite Different

A friend of ours in Mill Valley handed 
us a little book the other day that is just 
50 years old. 
It was fascinating. 
Its 
title: 
“General Election Laws, State of Cali­ 
fornia, 1910.” 
As we go into an election in Novem­ 
b e r which will determine to a great 
extent bow the state will be ledistricted 
next year, it was interesting to note 
where we were 50 years ago. ------ 


MARIN COUNTY 
was a 
part of the 12-county Second 
Congressional District, a dis­ 
trict which stretched north to 
Mendocino County and east to 
include Sacramento and Yuba 
Counties. 
Now it is in the 
First Congressional District of 
seven c o u n t i e s stretching 
north along the coast to the 
Oregon border and including 
inland 
counties 
Lake 
and 
Napa. 


Marin shared a senator in 
the Ninth Senatorial District, 
but guess the county with 
which it shared. Second coun­ 
ty in the Ninth District was 
Contra Costa across the Bay. 
There have been some rumors 
that a Democratic legislature 
next year might put Republi­ 
can Marin again with Demo­ 
cratic Contra Costa, but this 
tim e in a Congressional Dis­ 
trict. Now Marin has its own 
Senatorial District, the Thir­ 
teenth. 


DAY 


Marin County had its own 
assemblyman 50 years ago. It 
was alone in the Ninth Dis­ 
trict. Now. our county shares 
an assemblyman with Sonoma 
County which, 50 years ago, 
had two assemblymen to it­ 
self. Then, Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty only had nine assembly­ 
men; now it has 31. 


THERE 
WERE 
LOTS 
of 
other differences too. 


The Railroad Commission 
(now the PUC) was selected 
from three Railroad Districts. 
First District was from Sono­ 
ma, Solano and Sacramento 
counties north. Third District 
was from that line south to 
Mexico, excepting Marin, San 
Francisco and Santa Clara 
Counties. These three made 
up the Second Railroad Dis­ 
trict—a fair division, it seems 
to us. 


The ballots of that day were 
of interest too. Four parties 
were 
listed — Republican, 
Democratic, Socialist and Pro­ 
hibition. At the top of each 
voting column was a large 
circle where with one imprint

A REPUBLICAN primary 
ballot shown was obviously a 
sample 
ballot 
with 
Henry

But it had these interesting 
instructions: “To vote for del­ 
egates to conventions, write 
OR 
PASTE 
the 
name 
or 
names of a qualified elector 
in the blank space or spaces 
provided therefore.” 
Women, of course, 
could 
not vote at that time. 
How­ 
ever, “any woman who is of 
the age of 21 years, or over, 
a citizen of the state, and a 
resident of the county or dis­ 
trict, shall be eligible to be 
superintendent 
of 
public 
schools, 
school 
trustee, 
or 
member of the county board 
of education.” 


THERE WERE THESE oth­ 
er things in the book: 
A copy of the proposed “In­ 
come Tax Am endment” which 
was passed by the 1909 Con­ 
gress and was scheduled to 
be considered by the State 
Legislature 
in 
its 
January 
1911 session. 
Notice 
that 
voting 
ma­ 
chines were legal 
and had 
been since 1903. 
A statement that citizens of 
'Hawaii are citizens 
of 
the 
United States, but “no state 
court or court of the U.S. 
shall admit a Chinese to citi­ 
zenship.” 
It was legal for a county 
clerk to hire additional con- 
vassers to count the ballots 
after the polls closed. Marin 
County Clerk George Jones 
tried this “new” system to 
speed the count at the June 
primary 
this 
year. 
We're 
finally caught up. 


10 YEARS AGO 


Increase in number of doc­ 
tors in Marin County during 
the last 10 years has been 
more than one and one-quar­ 
ter times as fast as the popu­ 
lation increase, according to 
the San Francisco Bay Area 
Council. It said doctors have 
almost doubled (91.7 per cent) 
while population went up 70 
per cent.

Registration of voters for 
the Nov. 8 elections is now 
taking place and will continue 
until Sept. 15. It is necessary 
to register if you have moved 
since the last time you voted,

be a U. S. citizen since Aug. 
10 and be at least 21 years 
of age. 
If you will be 21 on 
or before Nov. 8, you may 
register now.

for 90 davs and a resident of

One of those occasions will 
be coming up again tomorrow 
night when Sally and the 
other members of the San v 
Francisco Ballet make their 
annual Marin Music Chest ap­ 
pearance at Forest Meadows 
on the Dominican grounds in 
San Rafael. 
In the audience are certain 
to be many friends and ad­ 
mirers who have followed Sal­ 
ly from the time she first be­ 
gan her studies of ballet as a 
little girl. 
Incidentally, the San Fran­ 
cisco Ballet aiways seems to 
be at its best in the sylvan 
Forest Meadows setting. 
The outdoor beauty seems 
to inspire the dancers. And 
Marinites become the b e n e ­ 
ficiaries of some especially 
stimulating performances on 
the part of a troupe which 
has pleased 
b a l l e t 
fans 
around the world. 


IF THE KIDS seem a little

They are very 
likely to plead to stay out­ 
doors a few minutes later 
than usual for their games, or 
to delay bedtime a bit. 
But this valiant attem pt at

Sooner or later, 
the opening day of school will 
roll around once again. 


Then peace descends in 
the neighborhood once more. 
And even the kids don’t 
feel too badly.

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Dr. Theodore Gill—A Miner Of Minds 


Seminary President Finds 
Work Exciting, Demanding

When the Merritt brothers 
many years ago found iron 
on Minnesota’s Mesabi range, 
it posed a problem for min­ 
ing experts. 
Tradition was to sink a 
shaft into the ground to get 
ore. But here the iron was 
on the surface. What to do? 
A 
Welsh 
grandfather of 
Dr. Theodore Alexander Gill 
of San Anselmo told them in 
a hurry Bound to no set idea 
where the facts ran counter, 
he advised, “If it’s on the sur­ 
face, get a shovel and pick 
it up!” 
T h i s 
commonsense 
ap­ 
proach promptly started open 
pit exploitation of one of the 
great 
iron 
regions 
of the 
world. 
Today the grandson, a min­ 
er of minds rather than iron 
ore ridges, applies at least 
equally iconoclastic philoso­ 
phy and methods to his job 
as president of San Francisco 
Theological Seminary in Ma­ 
rin’s “Hub Ci*y.” 


“I’M PROUD,” he says, “of 
my grandfather’s willingness 
to go ahead and get the job 
done without bickering over 
tradition 
and 
method. 
He 
didn’t 
make issues out of 
mere details of technique. 
‘T h a t 
is 
an 
attitude 
I 
would like to cultivate, and 
would respect in anybody who 
did so. My feeling is that in 
any work one should keep his 
eyes on what is to be done, 
and improvise when neces­ 
sary.” 
None of this means that Dr. 
Gill 
goes 
about 
breaking 
idols. It is clear that this ge­ 
nial educator in no sense sees 
himself as a revolutionary. 
Although realizing that he 
has sometimes startled the 
conservative, 
he’s 
done 
so 
while wearing a “what’s all 
the fuss about?” look on his 
beaming face. 
His very selection in 1958 
as fifth president, at the age 
of 38, of a 90-year-old institu­ 
tion was a shocker to many. 
It made him the youngest 
Presbyterian seminary presi­ 
dent 
in 
the 
country. 
His 
seminary was one of the three 
largest of eight and the only 
one located west of the Mis­ 
sissippi. 
“But,” he recalls, “within a 
year three of the other semi­ 
naries 
chose 
successors to 
men over 70, and every new 
president was a man under 
40.” 
In addition to his tender 
years, Dr. Gill came along 
with the handicap of ideas, 
a thing risky in itself and 
doubly risky in the case of 
some 
of 
his 
candidly 
ex­ 
pressed thoughts. 
It was re­ 
called that while editor of the 
Christian Century magazine 
he had described as “myths” 
some beliefs concerning the 
virgin birth of Christ. 


SUCH UNSETTLING inci­ 
dents have never appeared to 
cause Dr. Gill any self doubts 
as to the quality or quantity 
of his basic faith. 
Nor did 
others, who counted, doubt 
his 
faith. 
They 
registered 
confidence 
in 
its 
bedrock 
quality first by endorsement 
of the United Presbyterian 
Church’s “supreme court” on 
theological education, then by 


confirmation of his new post 
as seminary president through 
a standing vote of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
Th-events which led to this 
could occupy much space but 
will be summarized in favor 
of 
more 
attention 
to 
the 
present and future. 
Dr. Gill was born at Eve- 
leth. Minn., Jan. 7. 1920, but 
it was not his fate to grow up 
in a mining atmosphere. 
His 
father became a petroleum 
salesman 
who 
t r a v e l e d 
through Minnesota and Wis­ 
consin. This resulted ii young 
Ted’s attendance at 12 public 
schools in 10 years. 
“Nowadays that would pre­ 
sumably produce a juvenile 
delinquent,’’ says he. 
“That 
I turned out a seminary presi­ 
dent is perhaps surprising.” 
He earned his bachelor de­ 
gree at the University of Wis­ 
consin. specializing in such 
subjects 
as 
the 
arts 
and 
philosophy but deciding for 
the ministry during his se­ 
nior year 
After three years 
at Princeton Theological Sem­ 
inary, 
where 
he 
took 
his 
Bachelor of Theology work, 
during which time be began 
lecturing, he continued with 
graduate 
studies 
for 
two 
years at Union Theological 
Seminary. 
Marriage to K a t h e r i n e 
(Katy) Yonker in 1945 was 
linked with work in his first 
parish at New Rochelle, N. Y., 
after which the new' family 
went to Europe w h e r e two 
years at the University of 
Zurich brought a Doctor of 
Theology degree. 


ASSOCIATION with 
“the 
Big Four of Protestant the­ 
ology” during his higher edu­ 
cation period is considered by 
Dr. Gill as perhaps the most 
formative single factor in his 
career. These men were Drs. 
Reinhold Niebuhr and Paul 
Tillich 
at Union Seminary, 
Emil Brunner at Zurich, and 
Karl Barth at the University 
of Basle, whose thinking was 
eagerly assimilated 
by the 
young student. 
From then on things oc­ 
curred with dizzy rapidity 
Back in America, service at 
the West End Presbyterian 
Church of New York City was 
in a city atmosphere wholly 
at variance with anything 
previous in Gill’s experience. 
He had another moving per­ 
sonal happening through the 
birth in 1951 of his son, 
Theadore A. Gill Jr. 
He 
went to Lindenwood 
College in St. Charles, Mo., to 
be dean of the chapel and 
chairman of the department 
of religion. 
All this time he 
was preaching and lecturing 
in a Wide variety of settings, 
making friends, giving a n d 
taking ideas. Finally came a 
plunge into the broadest field 
yet—the managing editorship 
of the Christian Century, an 
undenominational relig i o u s 
weekly. 
This was in 1956, in which 
year he also became editor 
of a monthly called the Pul­ 
pit. devoted to sermons. He 
still edits the Pulpit though 
his service with the weekly 
ended in 1958. 
A daughter, 
Laurie Melissa, was born in 
1958 at Winnetka, III. 
Dr. Gill’s longest single 
journey was a trip around the

Tips on Purchase and Home Care of Your Wardrobe

"W HY DO MEN'S SPORT SHIRTS SHRINK?" 


Tbit* in a tim ely question. 


While all sport shirts do not 


shrink, it is trim that they 


are more likely to shrink 


than dress shirts. 
This is 
especially true when sport 
shirts are bought in the skip 
sizes of S, M, L, XL. Pro­ 
fessional laiindryinen know 
I hat the difference lies in 
the fabric from which the 
shirts are made. Dress shirts 
are cut to a specific sleeve, 
collar and body size and, al­ 
most w i t h o u t exception, 
from 
pre - shrunk 
fabrics. 


Shrinkage is limited to less 
than 1%. 


However, sport shirts arc 
less standard. In addition 
to appearing in skip sizes 
they are made in a wider 
range 
of 
fabrics 
which, 
often, 
may 
not 
be 
[»re­ 
shrunk. Shrinkage can be as 
much as 5%, making a 34- 
ineh sleeve shrink 1.7 inches 
when washed. This is due to 
lack of pre-shrinking, not 
the laundering. 
Because of these varia­ 
tions the American Institute 
of lanudering advises shop 
pers when buying skip-size 


g a rm en ts, to allow the gar­ 
ment to he a little on the 
loose side. If it fits perfectly 


w h* 11 new, it may shrink out 


of fit when laundered. Pos- 


si hie fal »rie shrinkage must 


he considered especially in 


sports shirts where collar 


fit and sleeve length are im­ 
portant. I lie same warning 
about skip sizes applies to 
other types of casual wear 
and sometimes to less ex­ 
pensive wearing apparel, in 
addition to sport shirts. 
Remember to select your 
*kip size -shirts ami sports 
wear with possible shrink­ 
age in mind and your casual 
clothing will he more com­ 
fortable and practical.

answer. “How could anybody 
standing at this place at this 
moment, with mountains and 
valleys beyond this hill and 
the scent of jasmine flowing 
in on soft breezes—how could 
anybody possibly do anything 
else.” 
Maybe it happened just like 
that. 
But 
before 
recalling 
this rather flowery utterance 
Dr. Gill had summarized his 
reaction much more briefly 
as: “I told them,” he said, 


“that there was no use kid­ 
ding around, I wanted it.” 
Both quotations give light 
on the Gill ways of putting 
things and after all they both 
add up to a direct reply! 
“I was convinced,” he says, 
“that everything I had done 
so far could be of use here. 
All my rounds of churches in 
an industrial area, in the posh 
setting of New Rochelle and 
in the third largest church in 
New York with all the city 
problems, my work as college 


teacher and editor, my trip 
around the world . . . I can’t 
think of any job for the 
church that could use this 
experience so well. 
“It was my happy destiny 
to be considered for a job that 
has drawn on everything I 
had, leaving no waste experi­ 
ence.” 
The seminary’s function in 
preparing ministers approp- 
riate to the church is, as Dr. 
Gill sees it, “a double job— 
looking through bifocals, one 
might say.” 
There must be full regard 
for the past for “the ulti- 
mates, the Word,” yet the 
lower part of the lens must 
focus on the world close 
around. 
This adds up, Dr. 
Gill feels, to a need to pre- 
, pare the minister for relation 
of ultimate verities with men 
and women alive at this mo­ 
ment. 


“PRACTICALLY,” says he, 
“this means that in the cur­ 
riculum we must concentrate 
on the whole history of the 
church—the Bible, and what 
Christians have thought about 
it for 2,000 years; and at the 
same time we must be alert 
; to what is going on in the 
present world.” 
On this latter point “one 
| thing we’re sure of, that the 
world itself is ever better 
educated, 
better 
informed, 
more sophisticated; more ur­ 
banized and citified. 
“Our model heretofore has

been rural. 
But there just 
isn’t any more country. 
By 
and large America is an urban 
society in interests and occu­ 
pations. 
To speak with au­ 
thority one must know what it 
knows, live where it lives. 
“But many older folk live 
in the world that was. 
It is 
hard for them to grasp, some­ 
times, that a minister from 
now on must serve both the 
world as it was and as it is to 
be . . . He must be sensitive, 
flexible, able.” 
Traveling much in the vast 
territory served by his pres­ 
ent post, Dr. Gill has obvi­ 
ously sought to give and take 
in an effort to learn and to 
spread his own attitude of 
what the seminary has to do. 
He has in mind always the 
rapid movement of events, 
musing: 
“The men now graduating 
will be preachers in the year 
2000. 
Who can think what 
the world will be in the year 
2000? 
Automation, 
popula­ 
tion growth, greater mobility 
for everyone—imagine what 
they’re going to do to so­ 
ciety! We really can’t prepare 
for it in any precise way. 


“ERAS USED TO last for 
centuries. Now we have run 
through several in one gen­ 
eration. 
Aware of this swift 
transition the seminary must 
safeguard fundamentals, the 
ultimates, yet relate them to 
a world that has never been 
moving faster.” 
Dr. Gill reflected, then put 
what seemed the crux of his 
thinking on the present edu­ 
cational challenge: 
“We can only get them 
ready to keep on getting 
ready, every day taking a new 
sighting, 
it s an especially 
exciting time to be in theo­ 
logical education .. . most de­ 
manding.” 
As he moves about his con­ 
siderable domain Dr. Gill sees 
in the very architecture of the 


buildings a story illustrating 
his thesis. Here is an almost 
ultra-modern s t u d e n t resi­ 
dence structure erected in 
1958, William Henry Oxtoby 
Hall. 
Nearby are such old 
stone structures as Montgom­ 
ery Hall, now a men’s dormi­ 
tory. 


And the 260 graduate stu­ 
dents are everywhere sub­ 
merged in the lovely rolling 
Marin landscape with a wealth 
of trees, shrubs, lawns and 
other vegetation reminding 
them of the closeness of man 
and nature. 
In the middle of the semi­ 
nary gymnasium this is a 
theater for the Festival Play­ 
ers and with a smile Dr. Gill, 
himself charmed and stimu­ 
lated by what this “Strawhat- 
ter” group is doing, admits 
that some of the more con­ 
servative visitors have been 
startled to a point of alarm 
by seeing “Theater” signs 
here and there around the 
campus. 


ELIZABETH 
Berryhill, 
a 
playwright teacher of this 
group, is permanently with 
the seminary while the others 
are guests who have been pre­ 
senting a two-hour light com­ 
edy and musical show “The 
Face Is Familar.” 
All this 
adds up, in Dr. Gill’s thinking, 
to one of the seminary’s re­ 
sponses to present challenge 
which often is well voiced by 
the stage.

From Expert Chef 


FROM HIS O W N herb garden Ribolini picks thyme, rose­ 
m ary, m arjoram and bay leaf. But you m ay have to reach 
up into your spice shelf or m ake a trip to the grocery to 
get these herbs. 


THE HERBS picked fresh from the garden 
ore now added, minced, to the pot. Good 
chefs, Ribolini says, must know how to use 
herbs with maximum effect. They're essen­ 
tial to the true gourmet.

If you have always won­ 
dered how snails are pre­ 
pared, or if you are a gour­ 
met and looking for a new 
sauce for snails, here is a very 
special recipe from an experi­ 
enced chef, laid out step by 
step in the pictures on these 
pages. 
The first item t o consider 
in preparing snails — and 
Harry 
Ribolini 
emphasizes 
this point—is to select snails 
from sources out in the coun­ 
try where they have not been 
exposed to garden plants or 
orchards which 
have been 
sprayed with poison. A snail 
who has been lunching on in­ 
secticide-sprayed food is defi­ 
nitely not recommended for 
your diet. Ribolini, fortunate­ 
ly, has a friend, Aldo Rinaldi, 
who obtains snails for him. 
They are the usual garden 
variety of snail— members of 
the gastropod family along 
with clams and mussles — 
and Ribolini used about 300 
of them to prepare this rec­ 
ipe. 
Born in Rutland, Vt., Ribo­ 
lini went to Italy at the ten­ 
der age of 3 to grow up in 
Carrarra, 
Tuscany 
County 
(famous for Tuscany marble 
and 
grapes). 
After 
school 
hours, he learned the tailor 
trade when he was 8. At 13, 
he w as a coat-maker. At 16, he 
came back to America and 
went into the tailoring busi­ 
ness. However, in Italy, Ribo- 


lini had spent many hours 
watching 
his 
grandmother, 
who cooked for the Contes­ 
sa de Medici, and he soon 
found himself in the cooking 
profession in America. 
He has been chef at the 
Amerson Hovel in Baltimore, 
Md., and at the Ponce de Leon 
Hotel in St. Augustine, Fla. 
(where he was in charge of 
22 cooksV He cooked at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel (where 
he was a soupier - soup-mak- 
er) and at Fordham Univer­ 
sity, both in New York City. 
These are only a few of the 
places where Ribolini worked 
and acquired a background in 
French cookery. 
When 
French chefs pre­ 
pare snails, they often serve 
them in a Bordelajse Sauce. 
Another French version is to 
grate 
in 
buttered 
French 
bread 
at 
the 
same 
point 
where Ribolini adds olive oil 
and garlic. 
When he was 23, Ribolini 
came to California and re­ 
turned to tailoring, still his 
present profession. His shop 
is located at 909 B Street in 
San Rafael. He has been mar­ 
ried 33 years to Cecelia Ribo­ 
lini, who was born in Italy. 
Nowr he cooks only “for fun, 
for friends and for my wife.” 
He raises fruit, flowers, herbs 
and trout. 
Asked if snails are a deli­ 
cacy in Europe, as they are 
regarded here, Ribolini shook 
his head vigorously. “ In Italy

HARRY RIBOLINI begins his chef's detail by 
putting the snails in a pot with two hands- 
ful of cornmeal.

His pot is m a d e of French terra cotta which is h ig h ly 
gla ze d inside and sp rea ds the heat evenly. He h as had It for several years, 
but sa y s sim ilar ones can still be purchased in North Beach. C o o k at the 
lowest heat possible for one a n d a half hours. Ribolini tests the cooked 
snails on a piece of garlic bread, a com bination he heartily recom m ends.

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Mac The Caulker - He's A Corker 


And He's The Last Of His 
Trade Left In This County

“ You caulk by the foot, not 
by the hour,” Adrian J. Mc­ 
Pherson said wryly as he sat 
with his legs outstretched un­ 
der an old boat in Marinship 
supervising the launching of 
the iust-caulked Deo Juanante 
II. 
At 74, the only boat caulker 
in Marin County is part of a 
diminishing trade. 
‘‘They’re 
going into steel and Fiberglas 
a lot now,” he said, “ which 
don't need caulking.” 
“ There are 10 of us caulk­ 
ers in the Bay Area,” he add­ 
ed, “ and out of the 30, three 
of us have wooden legs.” 
Mac, as he is called affec­ 
tionately in 
boatyards 
and 
harbors around the Bay, is 
with McPherson and McPher­ 
son, Maritime General Con­ 
tractors. “ My wife is the sen­ 
ior member of the firm and 
1 am ilie junior,” he said hu­ 
morously. 
i 
Their work is mostly in Ma­ 
rin and mostly with fishing 
boats, 
whalers 
and 
a few 
pleasure boats. 


1 
“JUST FINISHED a whole 
new bottom on that knuckle 
bottomed boat,” McPherson 
said. “ There’s a big tide com­ 
ing Sunday night— six foot, 
six inches.” 
“ W e’ll take advantage of 
that tide,” he added confi­ 
dentially as if he wouldn’t 
tell this to anyone else. 
His eyes are 
fearless. 
He 
reaches up to square his blue 
sailor’s cap every now and 
then to clamp it down askew 
on his head. The sun falls 
on his back and one leg. His 
brown jacket is patched and 
he wears long underwear. He 
smokes a curved pipe. 
McPherson started as an ap­ 
prentice caulker at Mare Is­ 
land Navy Yard when he was 
35 and served 
eight 
years. 
“ There were about 70 caulk­ 
ers at the yard then,” he 
said. “ Can you imagine” 
Mac is a shipbuilder. In ad­ 
dition, he is a ship’s caulker, 
carpenter, joiner and spar- 
maker. During World W ar II 
he worked in Stockton and in 
Antioch and helped build 60 
wooden ships. 
We asked him if the old 
boat under which he was sit­ 
ting was in bad shape. 
“ Oh — it’s done,” he said. 


“ Of course, it could be fixed.” 
It was peeling paint and the 
seams were coming apart as it 
sat on the chocks. 


“ IT ’S DONE from all around. 
She missed too many boats 
coming home from China,” he 
added. 
The boat Mac was supervis­ 
ing work on was a knuckle- 
bottom boat This means, the 
caulker said, something be­ 
tween a flat bottom and a 
round bottom. “ It wouldn't 
do to go outside (into the 
ocean). They pound.” 
Mac said he had to get a 
wooden leg 
when 
he 
was 
knocked off a staging by a 
crane six years ago. “ I can do 
as much as ever,” he said. “ I 
can really do more. I con­ 
centrate more because, on ac­ 
count of the leg, I figure I 
can t do as much.” His eyes 
twinkled. 
“ My wife, Alta,” Mac said 
warmly, “ knows every wharf 
and pier in San Francisco, 
Oakland and 
Stockton 
and 
how to get to all the out-of- 
the-way places. 
She carries 
materials in a station wagon 
and transports the caulkers.” 
Of her husband, Mrs. Mc­ 
Pherson says, “ He has a form­ 
al 
style 
which creeps out 
whether he tries to be a sea­ 
going walrus or not.” 
“ This morning he started 
work before eight and we will 
work until seven.” Mac said. 
“ How come? We want to get 
done,” he laughed heartily. 
“ We've got other jobs,” he 
added.

not one. He is a Marine No­ 
tary though and attests names 
on vessels and equipment. 
He did have master’s papers 
too but doesn't anymore. “ I ’m 
an ex,” he said. 


Mac at one time had one of 
the first service stations in 
Southern Marin, running Mc­ 
Pherson’s Associated station 
at Bridgeway and Johnson be­ 
tween 1922 and 1932. “ I went 
in at the time the Golden Gate 
Ferry opened up,” he said. 


HE WAS ALSO one of the 
first owners to tie an ark up 
in the waterfront area at W al­ 
do Point. His ark, Tule Queen, 
has been there about 30 years 
right near the Christmas tree. 
Mac is very 
proud of the 
tree which he says is a black 
pine from Novato. “ It’s the 
only tree 
around 
in 
that 
area,” the caulker said. 
McPherson has a small ways 
and his tool boxes near the 
ark and does some work there. 
....“ What does a caulker do?” 
we asked Mac. 
“ A caulker just caulks,” he 
replied. “ The boat is cleaned 
up by someone else. First they 
wash off the bottom of the 
boat. There may be worms 
in the bottom of the boat so 
the boat it heated and that 
makes it smoked. 
Then the 
soot is washed off and then 
you go ahead and caulk, and 
finally, copper paint.” 
“ if a boat is not shaken 
up, it will go several years 
without re-caulking,” McPher­ 
son said. 
“ Some tow boats 
have to be done 
every 
six 


bump 
months because 
they 
into everything.” 
There are mainly two types 
of caulking for wood caulkers 
— bottoms and decks. Caulk­ 
ing on the bottom of a boat 
brings 20 cents per lineal foot. 
It’s 12 cents on deck, Mac 
said. 


ORDINARILY a c a u 1 k e r 
caulks 100 feet and gets 20 
dollars for a day’s pay. But 
he doesn't hold to that. Decks 
are easier. He'd make more on 
a deck because he would do 
more. 


“ I work mostly for insur­ 
ance 
companies,” 
he 
said. 
“ They all say don’t let Joe 
McGoo do it. Get a licensed 
caulker.” 


McPherson said he worked 
on caulking the decks of both 
the President Cleveland and 
Wilson. “ Took six months to 
do each one,” he said. 
“ A caulker fills as he goes 
along and puts so much ma­ 
terial 
according 
to size of 
seam. You get so you can 
work like a sewing machine,” 
he said, feeling his pipe. “ He 
uses cotton and oakum to plus 
a caulking mallet and differ­ 
ent size caulking irons.” 
“ It’s all handwork,” he add­ 
ed proudly. 
McPherson lives with his 
wife at 325 Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard in San 
Anselmo. 
Five youngsters of the Mc­ 
Phersons have all left home. 
“ None of them caulkers,” Mac 
said. 
Mac was born in Edinburgh, 
Scotland. “ My father had a 


sheep run in Glasgow. That's 
a ranch,” he grinned. “ Put in 
in ‘run,’ ” he said, “ it sounds 
better.” 


MAC SAID HE was once in 
the Merchant 
Marine 
as a 
ship’s carpenter and has cir­ 
cled ihe world 11 times. 
He said that one time he 
visited his grandfather who 
was a Presbyterian minister in 
Edinburgh. “ The church was 
on Princess Street--the most 
beautiful street in the world. 
“ I told my 
grandfather,” 
Mac said, “ my sister was com­ 
ing to visit him. My grand­ 
father said, ‘You tell your sis­ 
ter not to delay too long be­ 
cause I am 91 and Mary (his 
wife) is 90 .” 
“ One time,” M c P h e r s o n 
said, “ I was a kid riding in 
the spring wagon with dad 
on the sheep run. He picked 
up a man who asked for some 
tobacco. Then, when dad gave 
him some, he found out the 
man had a lot. 
“My dad asked, 
‘Why do 
you ask me for tobacco when 
you have more than I have?’ 
“ The man replied, ‘It’s no 
time to be askin’ when you’re 
oot’!” 
“ No matter if 
you’re 
90. 
you're like a monkey,” 
Mac 
said. “ You have to get in a lot 
of positions to caulk.” 
We left Mac pulling at the 
bill of his blue sailor cap, 
holding his curved pipe.

ades. 
Gottschalk, a Beverly Hills 
resident, has a chemical man­ 
ufacturing 
plant 
at 
Haw­ 
thorne in Southern Califor­ 
nia. But now he spends part 
of every week in Marin. 
The purchase of the beach 
was made from Mrs. E. B. Mc­ 
Near, widow of the late own­ 
er. Involved were approxi­ 
mately B6 acres, about 15 of 
which make up the resort 
area. Another 32 acres are in 
tidelands, while the balance 
consists of knolls and poten­ 
tial view lots. Some 20 of 
these lots — overlooking the 
golf course— have been en- 
g i n e e r e d — a nd will be 
opened up soon by Pollock 
and Gottschalk. 
Work on the rejuvenation 
of the resort itself began last 
March, just as soon as the 
rainy weather had passed. 
Accomplishments to date 
have included: 
1. The demolition of old 
buildings including the old 
“ granny” house and post of­ 
fice. 
2. Construction of a mod­ 
ern new 
coffee shop

snackbar.

The 
building is already seeing ex­ 
tensive usage for dances and 
other events.

“ Actually, we are just get­ 
ting started,” Pollock says.

The new- owners are confi­ 
dent that a relaxing day at 
McNear’s Beach is going to 
continue to be a favorite pas­ 
time of a growing number of 
Marinites for decades to come.

As an actress Mary Astor 
has had a long list of trium phs 
including an Academy Award 
But when one reads her first 
novel, one cannot help but 
wonder if, in truth, her abil­ 
ities as a w riter do not far 
overshadow her talents as a 
thespian. 
Her story of Charlie C are­ 
we. a psychopathic young man 
with a charm ing personality 
and 
no sense of right 
or 
wrong, is utterly fascinating. 
That her book is as sound 
from the psychiatric as from 
the literary standpoint is at­ 
tested by this com m ent from 
the distinguished Dr. Harvey 
M. Cleekley: 
‘‘Even when I try to allow 
for the fact that people who 
behave like Charlie have been 
one of my m ajor interests for 
m any years, I feel that your 
rendition of him is a m aster­ 
piece. You show him at one 
tim e or another playing ini­ 
m itably every note of that 
vast and elaborate scale on 
which the full psychopath is 
such a virtuoso . . 
While 
the 
conscienceless 
Charlie is the book’s central 
and compelling figure, Miss 
A stor is also adept at creating 
and interpreting the less ex­ 
traordinary characters in her 
novel. You get the feeling you 
know them intimately. And 
their happenings take on a re ­ 
ality that is the m ark of a 
truly accomplished novelist. 
This is all the more su rp ris­ 
ing when one realizes that 
Miss A stor’s only p r e v i o u s 
venture into serious writing 
was 
her autobiography en ­ 
titled "My Story.” 
In “T he Incredible Charlie 
C arew e’’ she displays percep- 


tion and talents only hinted 
at in the autobiography. 
H er novel seems to us to be 
one of the “sleepers” of 1960. 
We recom m end it without res­ 
ervation as really gripping 
reading fare. And Dr. Cleck- 
ley seems to feel that it will 
also have real value as a sort 
of “ textbook” to awaken the 
public to the problem and 
dangers of the many Charlies 
who are among us with their 
disorders undetected.

ensign of this title 
are the banners of the Royal 
M erchant Navy and the Royal 
N a v y 
respectively — t h e 
forces that supplied and kept 
alive the island of Malta d u r­ 
ing its epic 30-month siege 
during W orld W ar II. 
Malta, because of its posi­ 
tion athw art the Axis convey 
line to N orth Africa, became 
of im m ense strategic im por­ 
tance during the desert fight­ 
ing 
of 
1940-43, 
As 
Axis 
historians have adm itted, it 
was “the rock on which our 
hopes in the M editerranean 
foundered.” 
Yet this im por­ 
tance was minimized— or not 
even realized— in the months 
im m ediately 
before 
Italy's 
entrance into the war in 1940. 
Both 
Axis 
and 
Allies 
dis­ 
counted the island’s value be­ 
cause of ils position under the 
gun of air fields in Sicily, 
only a few’ flying m inutes 
away. Malta, the Axis crowed 
and the Allies feared, would 
succumb to massive, sustained 
aerial bom bardm ent delivered 
from close range. 
Subsequent e v e n t s 
dis- 


proved the strategical th in k ­ 
ing of both sides. 
Malta did 
NOT succum b to the most 
concentrated air attack of the 
European war, and it WAS 
held as the most im portant 
British bastion of the central 
M editerranean. 
That it did 
not succumb and that it was 
held was due to the struggle 
and sacrifice of the men and 
ships of the Red Duster and 
the White Ensign, with m onu­ 
mental assists from the Royal 
Air Force and the people of 
Malta. 
The tactical pattern of the 
Siege of Malta became one of 
desperate fighting by a rm a­ 
das 
of 
warships 
to 
escort 
handfuls of m erchant vessels 
through savage Italo-German 
air attack 
Ian Cameron tells the story 
of these convoys, and of their 
men 
and 
ships, 
extrem ely 
well. 
The valiant efforts of 
M alta’s air and ground d e­ 
fenders are also fascinatingly 
described, but prim arily “Red 
Duster, W hite Ensign” is a 
well-developed 
account 
o f 
how sea power brought allied 
victory in the M editerraean.

the first company from any 
Western nation to perform 
in that part of the world since 
the 1920s when Pavlova tour­ 
ed the Far East. The 10-week 
tour took them some 35,000 
miles across Asia. Everywhere 
the audiences were in the 
thousands. 


After their return to this 
country, a second and still a 
third invitation were not long 
in coming. In January of 1958 
the troupers danced off on a 
three and one half month tour 
of Latin America with three 
words of caution from the 
State Department: “ Don’t talk 
politics.”

And For Decoration

technology in the past few 
years give you longer lasting, 
more easily applied protective 
and decorative coating and a 
myriad of enduring colors 
from which to choose. 
Your most valuable ally is 
the paint dealer who can tell 
you how much quality paint 
to buy and what kind of 
paint to apply to each surface 
of your home and acquaint 
you with the new paints that 
will make your job easier and 
more durable. 


MOST WOODEN homes are 
built of clapboards or vertical 
wood siding. These are gen­ 
erally painted with an opaque 
coating that hides the worn! 
completely and is familiarly 
known as house paint. There 
is, however, a growing trend 
toward natural wood finishes 
which show the grain in new­ 
er construction. 
Several 
factors 
will 
de­ 
termine how many coats of 
paint your home will need. 
New wood always requires a 
coat of the primer recom­ 
mended by the maker of the 
top coat you intend to use. 
Then you have your choice of 
applying either two coats of 
regular house paint or one 
coat of the newer one-coat 
house paints. The same rules 
apply where the old paint is 
badly weathered. But if the 
old paint job is in good con­ 
dition, it is only necessary to 
prime any bare spots and fol­ 
low with a single coat of 
quality house paint. 
A word of caution: Some of 
today’s house paints are de­ 
signed to be self-cleaning. 
They chalk gradually and the 
outer layer to which the dirt 
adheres washes away w i t h 
the rains. If there is masonry 
below the wooden portions of 
your 
home, 
such 
chalking 
paints will stain the brick, 
concrete or stone. Be sure to 
specify a non-chalking paint 
for these wooden upper sur­ 
faces. 


WOODEN SH IN G LES may 
be 
protected 
w i t h 
house 
paint, 
although 
the 
usual 
practice is to stain them with 
a tinted preservative liquid 
that safeguards them. 
For tiie natural wood be­ 
ing used in ranch-type con­ 


struction. there are a number 
of transparent sealers and ex­ 
terior 
varnishes 
available. 
There are special types of 
coatings for various types of 
woods such as cedar and red­ 
wood. Tell your paint dealer 
the kind of wood you are 
painting so he can supply the 
proper paint. 


Now coming on the market 
are water-thinned, i.e. latex, 
house paints that can be used 
on properly primed wooden 
surfaces. A number of large 
manufacturers are introduc­ 
ing these paints which are 
odorless, 
show 
no 
brush 
marks, and dry in half an 
hour. The surface does not 
have to be dry. But you must 
follow the maker’s directions 
exactly to the letter. 


The wood trim of your 
home— the window sash, shut­ 
ters and doors are best pro­ 
tected 
and decorated 
with 
one of the tough, bright ex­ 
terior enamels or the special­ 
ly 
designed 
trim-and-trellis 
paints. Although house paint 
can be used for these sur­ 
faces, they do not have the 
same toughness or brightness 
of color. 


For porch floors use the 
tough, 
wear-resistant 
porch 
and deck enamels which with­ 
stand both leather and weath­ 
er. There are quick-drying la­ 
tex porch enamels available, 
too. 
The best time to paint a 
house is during a dry spell 
when the humidity is low. 
Don't paint when the tempera­ 
ture is extremely hot. 


PRO PER SURFAC E prepa­ 
ration is essential for a satis­ 
factory paint job. Loose, peel­ 
ing or blistered paint should 
be removed and the bare 
spots primed. Knots or sappy 
streaks must be sealed with 
special knot sealer or exterior 
aluminum paint. Loose joints 
between 
boards 
an d 
the 
spaces around doors, windows 
and chimneys should be filled 
with 
c a l k i n g 
compound. 
Loose 
o r 
crumbly 
putty 
should be removed from win­ 
dows and the wood primed 
before new putty is applied. 
Mildew or fungus must be 
removed with special com­ 
pounds intended for this pur­ 
pose or a commercial bleach 
can be used. 
Any loose boards should be 
renailed and the nail heads 
primed 
with 
anti-corrosive 
primer before being puttied 
and painted. 
Metal adjacent to the wood 
can 
be painted 
over with 
house paint if the old coat is 
in good condition. Bare metal 
should 
be 
primed with an 
anti-corrosive m e t a l primer 
before receiving a top coat.

Interior walls of new-type 
concrete masonry give a home 
drama and glamor along with 
beauty, fire-safety, durability, 
economy, comfort, utility and 
good acoustics- all of which 
are characteristics demanded 
in modern structures. 


Combining varieties of newf- 
type concrete masonry units 
different in size, shape, color 
and texture permits bold, at­ 
tractive and exciting patterns. 
Interesting 
shadow 
effects 
may be created with special 
treatment of mortar joints. 


An example of glamorous 
wrall treatment is the gently 
curved wall separating a din­ 
ing room 
and 
living room 
area. Working into the flow­ 
ing wall is a recessed fire­ 
place on the living room side 
and a floor-level planter in 
the dining room. 
This divider wall, which 
makes a perfect background 
for interior beauty, is com­ 


posed of eight by eight by 
eight-inch block corner units 
and the back dining room 
wall is of eight by eight by 
sixteen-inch block.

Here the new-type concrete 
block wralls have been left 
unpainted and the light gray 
color presents a pleasant des­ 
ert setting. However, if you 
prefer, concrete block sur­ 
faces may be painted any de­ 
sired color. Also many con­ 
crete products manufacturers 
stock a variety of different 
colored block. 
New'-type concrete mason­ 
ry w'alls in homes offer year- 
round comfort and permanent 
durability. Such homes stay 
cool in the summer, warm in 
the winter and snug and dry 
in any season. And they seem 
especially suited to the new­ 
er suburban homes such as 
those found in Marin. 


A SUNBATHING haven, a children's playground, or an out­ 
door living area all demand plenty of privacy. And a 
charming courtyard such as this one provides it. The se­ 
cluded sun spot has been enclosed with low-cost western 
red cedar louvered boards. The cedar boards are rough 
for textural interest, and yet set at an angle to permit 
cooling bieezes to air condition the multiple-purpose yard 
area. It's an- excellent plan for privacy.

Some Tips 
On Use 
Of Color 


Color is magic. It is the 
chief factor in achieving a 
beautiful decor. 
Whether your home is ex­ 
travagantly or modestly fur­ 
nished, you can have beautiful 
interiors by using colors wise­ 
ly. Quality paint is the easi­ 
est 
and 
most 
economical 
means of using color. Ten 
dollars is the approximate 
cost of repainting an entire 
room. 
Before choosing your paint 
colors, consider these import­ 
ant “ do’s and don’t’s” which 
will help you take full advan­ 
tage of the power of color in 
your home: ' 
DO use deep colors in a 
large, barn-like room to cre­ 
ate a friendlier, more intimate 
atmosphere. 
DON’T use colors in equal 
proportions in any one room. 
DO use light colors in a 
small room. Light colors cre­ 
ate an impression of greater 
size. 
DON’T use too many cool 
colors in a room with north­ 
ern exposure. Cool colors will 
make the room seem even 
cooler. 
DO emphasize 
the warm 
reds and yellows in rooms 
that face northeast or that 
are windowless. 
DON’T use very bright col­ 
ors on large areas because 
this will detract from your 
furnishings. 
DO mix both warm and 
cool colors in each room. 
DO mitf’both light and dark 
colors in each room. 
DON’T paint the woodwork 
and trim a different color 
from the walls in a small or 
average size room. This will 
make the room seem smaller 
and more cluttered. 
DO 
keep 
in 
mind 
that 
colors are relative and must 
be seen together. 
DON’T use glossy paints on 
ceilings or on walls except in 
k i t c h e n s and bathrooms 
where washability is a neces­ 
sary factor. Flat paints are 
your better choice because 
they distribute light evenly 
without glare. 
DO make your ceiling col­ 
orful and attractive. If the 
ceiling is very high, paint it 
a deeper color than the walls 
to make it seem lower. Paint 
low ceilings a pale tint of 
your wail color. 
DON’T use too much red, 
orange or yellow in rooms 
with southern exposure or 
they will seem warmer. Cool 
blues and greens are ideal for 
such rooms. 
DO remember when select­ 
ing colors from paint chips, 
that color looks darker on a 
large area than on a small 
area. 
DON’T choose neutral col­ 
ors simply because they are 
“safe.” You want colors that 
will be flattering to you, your 
room and your furnishings. 
DO study colors in boHi ar­ 
tificial light and daylight. A r­ 
tificial light tends to change 
colors.

Announcement of a new 
rose always creates a stir 
among gardeners. And the in­ 
terest is doubled when two 
such 
newscomers 
are 
re­ 
vealed. 
This is the case with the 
release of the new Jackson 
and Perkins Co. fall catalog. 
Included are two new hybrid 
teas—Orchid Masterpiece and 
Bronze Masterpiece. 
Orchid Masterpiece is de­ 
scribed thusly: A rose with 
the size and shape of Golden 
Masterpiece, but a lavender- 
orchid hue instead of yellow 
. . . Drenched with the sweet 
fragrance 
of the lavender 
roses . . . Bud is longer and 
slender and a lively deep or­ 
chid. 
As the flower opens 
orchid and lavender shades 
predominate . . . Flowers are 
five to five and a half inches 
in diameter . . . Three feet 
tail and vigorous plant with 
profuse flower productions. 


In California tests the Or­ 
chid Masterpiece w a s de­ 
scribed as “an orchid lavender 
in the strongest sun; flower 
has touch of orchid as petals 
open.” 


As for the Bronze Master­ 
piece: Borne on tall, vigorous 
plants, the exhibition form 
buds have a coppery, old gold 
color. 
As the flower slowly 
opens, it is a bronze apricot 
deeply veined with gold. This 
then changes to an orange 
yellow and in the final stage, 
a deep firm yellow . . . The 
flower holds its form and 
color well and does not bleach 
or burn in the sun . . . Flowers 
are a good five and a half 
inches in diameter . . . Tall 
plants are well filled and dis­ 
ease resistant.

Your Roses Will Respond 
To Late Summer Care 


There’s nothing sure about 
gardening if it isn’t that 
roses respond to late summer 
care. Give it to them and 
they bloom as beautifully in 
fall as they did in spring. 
Deny it and they get steadily 
more bedraggled until you’d 
hardly know them for the gor­ 
geous vehicles of bloom that 
they are. 


The prime need of most 
roses in late summer is food. 
They are gross feeders when 
producing new 
canes 
and 
bloom through spring and 
e a r l * summer. Therefore, 
they need a reserve to draw 
on for continued production. 
If you fed your roses early 
this month or late in July, 
hold 
off 
until 
September. 
Otherwise, weed around the 
shrubs and scratch a handful 
of fertilizer in now. 


Your 
neighborhood 
nur- 


seryman can recommend a 
good rose food. 
Needless to say, water is all 
i m p o r t a n t for continued 
growth. After feeding, give 
your roses a long, slow soak­ 
ing to put the nutrients down 
where they are needed. Con­ 
tinue watering regularly un­ 
til rain takes the task off 
your hands. A good thick 
mulch of steer manure or 
peat moss around each plant 
helps conserve moisture. 
Your next step is to gauge 
the pruning needs of your 
rose garden. To promote new 
growth, pruning at this time 
of year should be confined to 
heading back wood which has 
already bloomed. Renew any 
wood that shows signs of die- 
back by cutting to an eye be­ 
low the dead wood. 
Finally, give each bush a 
close look to determine what 
spraying is needed now.

And Still Have Your Own Pool 
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A CHECKLIST FOR 
MARIN GARDENERS 


The swimming pool a n d 
surrounding deck and land­ 
scaping for the Gordon P. 
Kelley home at Belvedere pre­ 
sented 
landscape 
architect 
William Kapranos and land­ 
scape contractors Cagwin and 
Dorward w ith some unusual 
challenges which they prom pt­ 
ly converted into unusual op­ 
portunities. 


The two-story Kelley home 
is located on a sharply slop­ 
ing site on the west side of 
Belvedere Island offering a 
splendid view of San P'ran- 
cisco and Sausalito. 
Kapranos and the contrac­ 
tors were faced with the as­ 
signm ent of building the Kel­ 
ley pool on a site right on the 
edge of a cliff with a sheer 
150 foot drop into the bay. 
As a result part of the deck 
around the pool is actually 
cantilevered 
out 
over 
that 
cliff. 
The pool itself was built 
» o re in the m anner of a dam 


than the usual m ethods for a 
swimming pool, with the outer 
wall almost free-standing. 
The shape is eye-catching, 
with the pool, the rail and the 
wall providing a series of 
parabolic curves. 
The retaining wall between 
the pool and hillside wras gun- 
nited at the same tim e as the 
pool, thus making possible a 
saving in cost. 
The lack of any on-the-spot 
place to dispose of excess 
earth and other m aterials dur­ 
ing the work greatly compli­ 
cated the job. Such dirt, etc., 
had to be hauled from the 
site. An aerial tram way was 
used to a considerable extent 
for this task. 
rrhe pool, as built, takes off 
from the hom e’s dining area 
which, in actuality, is located 
on a mezzanine ievel in the 
two-story house. 
A nother unusual feature of 
the Kapranos planning and 
Cagwin and Dorward execu­ 
tion is the central heating sys­ 


tem which not only heats the 
pool, but also warms the water 
for a shower and services a 
steam room including its radi­ 
ant heating. 
Plantings for such a site 
would seem to be almost an 
impossibility. 
One bit of strategy used by 
Kapranos to outwit the hill­ 
side in this regard was to pro­ 
vide for holes in the retaining 
wall. The plants were then 
grown from the backside of 
the wall through the holes. 
And individual drain t i l e s 
were provided for watering 
for each plant. 
Kapranos and Cagwin and 
Dorward began the job of 
planning and 
building the 
pool with 
harm onious 
sur­ 
roundings on what would once 
have been regarded as an im­ 
possible site last Septem ber. 
The job was finished in late 
June of this year. And their 
work provides proof th at to­ 
day nothing is impossible for 
the landscaper. 


THIS IS THE sw im m ing pool which la n d ­ 
scape architect W illiam Kapranos designed 
and landscape contractors C a g w in and Dor­ 
w ard executed at the Gordon P. Kelley home 
on a steep site on Belvedere Island's west 


side. Part of the deck actually h an gs out 
over a cliff with a drop of 150 feet into 
the bay.

Very lew 
take the time to write* in 
praise of shows they liked, 
or to make constructive sug­ 
gestions for future programs 
of the kind they would pre­ 
fer to see. 
As Don Hyatt, the young 
producer-di rector 
of 
NRC- 
TV’s Profile 20 show, ‘ Life 
in the 30s,’* to be repeated 
next Monday on KRON-TV 
(Channel 4). puts it: 
‘‘You can t forget that you 
have always got organized 
pressure groups that are only 
too glad to chop off some 
one’s head if he deals with 
the truth. 
But the organized 
pressure groups are all nega­ 
tive ones. 
Wouldn’t it 
be 
Utopia if we had organized 
groups on the positive side, 
too?” 
Fan mail, he adds, written 
with discrimination, can well 
be the a n s w e r to bringing 
about a substantial raising of 
the level of TV programming. 
Right now television relies 
upon the various rating sys­ 
tems to tell the industry how 
many people watched a par­ 
ticular show. But none of 
those systems can tell TV how 
many of these viewers en­ 
joyed that program. Only the 
mail can accomplish this. 
Unfortunately letter writ­ 
ing on a grand scale seems to 
have become a lost art. 
But if you are one of those 
who are sometimes sickened 
by the trash which occupies 
too much of the prime tele­ 
vision programming t i m e , 
just ask yourself what you 
have done to. rem edy the situ­ 
ation you deplore. 
If the answer is, “nothing,” 
then vow to mend your ways 
at once. 
Begin firing off an 
occasional letter to let the 
TV moguls know just how 
you feel about their product. 
Remember, don’t c o n f i n e 
those letters to attacks on 
shows you do not like. 
Be 
equally 
generous 
in 
your 
praise of programs that you 
do enjoy and feel merit audi­ 
ence support. 
Don’t, kid yourself that tele­ 
vision doesn't pay attention 
to such letters. 
“If 
people 
would 
write 
more and Jet us know what 
they like,’; Hyatt says, “they 
would get a lot more that 
they like on TV.” 
And letters written by in­ 
dividuals who are obviously 
expressing their own vievs:, 
and not echoing those of a 
particular pressure group, are 
certain to receive special re­ 
spect and consideration from 
those who control our televi­ 
sion fare. 
WE THOUGHT the teh vi­ 
sing 
of 
the 
1960 
Winter 
Olympic* from Squaw Valley 
represented some of the most 
exciting and best executed 


(considering the obstacles of 
climate and terrain) TV cover­ 
age of a sports event that we 
had ever seen. 
There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that the CBS TV cover­ 
age of the summer games 
from Rome, which began last 
night, will be less interesting. 
The network has lined up 
a strong “team” to handle its 
coverage. Heading the sports- 
eastcrs is Bud Palmer, one of 
television’s best in this de** 
partment. The former Prince­ 
ton all-around athlete has a

pleasing and a contrast to 
some of are m o r e frenetic 
sports announcers. And he 
makes a special 
effort 
to 
make the game meaningful to 
his viewers, explaining un­ 
familiar terms, analyzing tech­ 
niques.
